The  Selwyn  House  Players  present 
As  You  Like  It

This  year,  the  Selwyn  House  Senior  Players  put  on  Shakespeare's 
comedy,  As  You  Like  It.   The  play  was  the  result  of  many  hours  of 
work  done  by  all  parts  of  the  Selwyn  House  community.   Despite  this 
overwhelming  participation,  the  play  was  to  have  its  share  of 
difficulties,  particularly  a  number  of  cast  players  having  been 
injured  in  rugby  games.   Despite  these  hindrances,  the  show  was  to 
go  on ! 

The  play  is  the  story  of  two  girls,  Rosalind  and  Celia,  who 
leave  a  French  dukedom  disguised  as  brother  and  sister  to  seek  out 
the  father  of  Rosalind,  the  lawful  duke  banished  by  the  evil  Duke 
Freder ick( the  father  of  Celia).   Orlando,  the  son  of  Sir  Rowland  de 
Boys(before  his  death  a  friend  of  the  banished  duke),  falls  in  love 
with  iJosalind.   Oliver,  Orlando's  once  evil  brother,  falls  in  love 
with  Rosalind's  cousin  and  companion,  Celia.   In  the  end  the  two 
couples  are  married,  and  the  banished  duke  regains  his  dukedom. 

The  play  was  a  very  good  school  production,  with  the  effect  of 
the  comedy  being  brought  out  through  a  few  specific  characters.   One 
is  able  to  laugh  with  the  confused  court  jester  Touchstone( Jared 
Tobman),  and  at  the  out-dated  style  of  love  that  exists  throughout 
the  play.   Beyond  this,  Blake  Ferger  as  the  witty  Jaques  evokes  the 
melancholic  feeling  which  Shakespeare  satirizes  with  full  rolling 
R's  and  a  sleepy  tone. 

On  a  less  satiric  side,  Ian  Blachford  as  Orlando  plays  the  part 
of  Orlando  in  a  manner  befitting  such  a  noble  and  kind  character. 
Rob  Briscoe  interprets  the  role  of  Celia  with  the  necessary  vivacity 
to  accompany  the  character's  wit.   Similarly,  as  Rosalind,  Christian 
Campeau  is  able  to  bring  out  the  charcter's  gaiety  and  humour:   he 
also  portrays  Ganymede  with  the  fitting  logicl  and  inquisitive 
characteristics. 

The  sets  for  the  play  were  quite  elaborate.   The  background, 
consisting  of  the  foliage  in  the  forest  of  Arden,  was  sketched  and 
designed  by  Sywa  Sung.   The  background  was  changed  with  the  use  of 
different  slide  motifs  projected  on  a  screen  behind  the  actors.   An 
extended  stage  and  a  wrestling  ring  protruded  outward  into  the 
centre  of  the  gymnasium.   Live  foliage  covered  the  back  of  the 
stage,  completing  the  setting. 

On  the  whole,  the  Selwyn  House  production  of  As  You  Like  It, 
directed  by  Dr.  Harker,  was  vey  good.   With  imaginative  sets, 
enthusiastic  acting,  and  a  wrestling  scene  which  was  an  exciting 
highlight,  the  play  proved  a  pure  success.

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Presuming  that  Rolf  Strom-Ol sen ' s  editiorial  was  meant  to  be 
taken  seriously,  I  felt  compelled  to  respond  to  it.  I  was  both 
amused  and  bemused  when  I  read  it.  If  his  name  had  not  appeared  at 
the  end  of  the  article,  I  might  have  thought  that  it  had  been 
written  by  the  John  Birch  Society,  an  arch-conservative  American 
lobby  group  whose  motto  could  be  summarized  as  "America:  love  it,  or 
leave  it."  Rolf  seems  to  believe  that  America,  in  general,  and 
President  Reagan,  specifically,  are  both  above  criticism. 

His  arguments  struck  me  as  being  ingenious  and  illogical.  For 
example,  he  accuses  SHS  students  and  Neil  Riddell,  in  particular,  of 
stereotyping  Americans  and  denigrating  American  culture.  Shortly 
after,  in  his  own  article,  he  categorizes  and  generalizes  about 
Canadian  nationalists.  Canadian  nationalists  (Rolf  refers  to  them  as 
liberals)  criticize  America  and  then  will  go  south  to  spend  their 
money  in  Florida  or  buy  American  products.  Also,  they  will  probably 
watch  American  movies  and  television.  Imagine,  the  temerity!  Why 
does  being  a  nationalist  preclude  appreciating  something  American?  I 
subscribe  to  Harper's,  an  American  magazine,  because  it  is  an 
excellent  publication,  albeit  somewhat  left  of  center.  I  am  a 
Canadian  nationalist,  yet  I  can  still  appreciate  something  other 
than  Canadiana.  He  needs  to  understand  that  some  Canadians  are  able 
to  discern  the  difference  between  American  culture  and  the  policies 
of  the  American  government.  Moreover,  some  of  the  criticisms 
levelled  against  the  American  governmnent  by  'outside'  forces  are 
the  same  ones  some  Americans  themselves  direct  against  Washington. 

In  a  democratic  society,  everything  is  open  to  intelligent 
criticism,  even  President  Reagan.  It  is  the  essence  of  a  democracy. 
According  to  the  "Tower  Report,"  one  of  the  problems  with  the  Reagan 
Presidency  was  that  within  the  inner  circle  there  was  not  enough 
criticism  of  the  President's  policies.  In  addition,  to  state  that 
Ronald  Reagan  has  done  more  in  recent  history  "to  assure  the  'Free' 
World's  safety"  is  nothing  short  of  ludicrous.  What  is  the  'Free' 
World?  Does  it  include  Chile,  South  Korea,  El  Salvador  and  other 
fascist  regimes  that  the  Americans  support?  Is  it  fundamental  to 
democratic  ideals  to  support  groups  like  the  Contras  who  attempt  to 
destabilize  and  overthrow  'enemy'  states?
